London-, May IS. — A Berlin dlapatoh Bays 
that things aro onco more in a ohaotio con- 
dition in Germany. Tho two ohief govern- 
ment bills, tho anti-rovolutiou bill and to- 
bacco tax moaaure, havo been crushicgly 
defoatod and thero is no tulk of aubatituto 
maaaures, It ia an opon secrot that the 
vioiva of the chancellor, Prince Hohenloho, 
and tho Prussian ministorof tb u interior, Horr 
von Koellor, clash on moBb subjects of impor- 
tance, and tho existing situation cannot 
endu.ro. Tho lattor's position is bo shaken 
that hia tenure of oflioo may end any mo 
Inenb. Prince Hohenloho, who has boor 
muoh worried for montha past, offered his 
reaignation Immediately aitor tho defoat of 
the anti.revolution bill, but he was per- 
suaded to remain in ollico on tho urgont 
solicitation of the Emporor and hia own 
finally, 

Herr von Kooller'a handling of tho anti 
revolution bill is oommented on on all sidos 
He displayed a total disregard of this dis< 
satlafoction, and in faot strongly urged 
before the oounoll of state the Immediate 
introduction of another anti-revolution bill 
rlirootod exclusively at the socialists. Prince 
Hohonloho (juiotly disapproved of his argu- 
ments, and showed tho futility of con 
tinuing the light in the present 
roichstag. Tho chancellor was supported 
in this oontontion by Dr. Miquel, minister 
of finance ; Baron Marsohall von Bioberstoin, 
minister of foreign affairs, and Dr. von 
Boottisaher, secrotary of state for tho in- 
terior, while Dr. Sohoenster, minister of 
marine, side with Horr von Koellor. Prince 
Hohonloho'a viowa also mot with favor in 
the bundcaralh, with the reault that no new 
antl-rovolutlon bill or tobacco tax will be 
introduced, and an oarly oloee of tho reich- 
stag session ia thoreforo oxpeotod. Accord- 
ing to anticipations tho reichstag will ad- 
journ at tho end of tho month. 

Tho bundearath ia now considering tho re- 
solution oalling upon tho Gorman govern- 
ment to take tho initiative for tho conference 
for tho International uao of both gold and 
silver, paaaod by tho upper house of the 
Prussian diet. Ib is expeotod that the 
bundoerath will oolncido with tho motion 
and will ask Franco and America, or each of 
them, to join a oall for a oonforence within a 
month. 

Next woek tho reichstag will also paBS a 
similar resolution. Tho bl metallista have 
already received '206 signatures in tho reich- 
stag, which will give them an absolute 
majority. 

The Queen will this year formally open 
tho now church at Cratbio. The new build- 
ing is in striking contrast to tho old one on 
tho road from Balater to Kraemar, one of the 
many churches famous for its Puritan sim- 
plicity as a religious edifice. It will havo 
stained glass windows, a highly ornamented 
pulpit and othor modern ideas likely to bo 
resented by the austere .Scotchmen, 

Tho Prince of Wales is staying at War- 
wick caatlo, whoro a distinguished party 
has been invited to meot, and whoro all aorta 
of feativities are in progrosa. The Prince 
received the Warwickshire yeomanry cav- 
alry, of which Lord Willoughby do Brooke 
is colonel. Tho Princess of Wales and hor 
daughters aro at Sandrlngham, whither they 
went aftor tho drawiDg room which the 
Princess hold on Wednesday at Buckingham 
palace on behalf of tho Queen. 

At tho Invitation concert of tho Strauss 
orchestra, at tho Imperial Institute Satur- 
day, the names of those present included 
almost half tho peerage Tho Prinoe 
and 1'rioceaa of Wales, tho Duke and 
Duchess of Saxo (oburg Gotha, and the 
Duke and Duehcss of Connaught were among 
those preaont. 

Visoount Hinton, who has beon grinding 
an organ through llio streets of Loudon, ia 
acting as showman for a kinctoscopo ut 
Leathor Lino, Holborn. Vitcouut Hinton 
is heir apparent to Earl Poulott. 

Lady Sutton, widow of Sir Richard Sut- 
ton, whoso cutter Gonesta competed with 
tho American aloop in 1885 for tho America 
cup and was boaton, will toon re-enter the 
atato of matrimony. Tho Geneata, it will 
bo remembered, won tho Capo May challenge 
cup and the B ronton Roof international cup 
while In Amorican walora the same year. 

Tho nowepspera of Santiago do Cuba havo 
protested againat the uncivilized warfaro 
which has boon Initlatod latoly by tho insur- 
gents and against the burning by them of 
villages, the destruction of proporty and tho 
murdor of defenceless persona. Tho Span- 
ish cavalry in Manaoas havo routed a hand 
of 180 insurgents who loft two of their num- 
ber dead and II id, pursuod by tho Spaniards. 

Tho Daily New.s discussing tho plan of ro 
form in Armenia, proposod by tho powers 
to the Bultuo saya : " As tho sohemo stands 
it does nab commend Itself to Armenian 
well wishers. It is wanting in safeguards 
against tho notorious bad faith of tho Turks. 
If tho powers havo really dono no hotter 
than this, thoy muat try again. They havo 
to do thiB work proporly for mankind's Bake, 
for, If it is neglected, It may load to ono of 
bho most frightful wars of tho century." 

Mr. M. Satow, British minister ab 
Tungier, Morocco, has boon appointed 
British minister at Tokio, Japan, in succes- 
sion to Hon, H Lepoor Tronch. 

On Thursday tho mercury, which had 
regiBtored 70 degrees for several woeks paBt, 
suddenly dropped und within a few hours 
reached -10 degreea, making everybody hunt 
for oast off winter garments of varioua do- 
scrlptlona. Tho waa followed by furious 
galcB along tho coast, whllo hail and anow 
in many parta of tho country havo greatly 
damaged fruit buds. Advices rccoivod from 
varioua parte of tho continent allow that a 
Bimilar atato of things prevails. In Switzer- 
land tho Jura district ia blocked with anow 
and on tho mountain roads stugo coaches 
wore imbedded iu snow and travellers had 
to seek refuge In neighboring hospices. 
Along tho south ooast of Franco tho galeB 
have boon especially sovoro and lb In feared 
havo cauaod loss of life among small craft, 
such as fiahlng boats.

The German Committees and 
Deutch Bank Agree Upon 
a Line of Policy.

BERLIN, May 18.— For the past four days 
meetings of tho United German aDd North- 
ern Pacific committees havo boon consider- 
ing the proposal of Mr. Ed. Adams, the 
representative of the Deutch Bank of Ber- 
lin, for the reorganization of tho Northern 
Paoifio R.R., and thoy have finally author- 
ized him to carry out his plan, which the 
bondholders will be reoommendod to aocept. 
The first point of the Adams reorganization 
plan ia by the foreclosure of the company 
and the formation of a new company under 
special arrangements for this purpose. 

The new company is to laBueihares to the 
amount of $100,000,000 and a maximum of 
§200,000,000 gold bonds free of taxation. A 
sufficient amount of theao bondB Is to bo re- 
served in order to replace the present first 
mortgage bondB later, and 530,000,000 of 
bonds are to bo reserved in order to acquire 
independent branch roada, and for new con 
struotion at a maximum charge of §20,000 
por mile. The new bonds will be secured 
by a mortgage lien on the whole of the 
Northern Paolfic system, including tho Sb. 
Paul andNorthorn Pacific railway lino, and 
will bear intoreat partly at four and partly 
at threo per cent., all under the same mort- 
gage. 

ho capital and interest of tho new bonds 
aro to bo guaranteed unconditionally by the 
Great Northorn company by endorsing each 
bond, the Great Northern company receiv- 
ing in return half tho Btook of the new oom- 
pany. 

Tho board of dirootora of tho new company 
s to conalat of nine directors, four of whom 
aro to be nominated by tho Northorn Pacific] 
roorganizition committee. 

In accordance with this ach6me thero 
should bo given for each §10,000 Northern 
Pacific second mortgago bond of §11,250 a 
new four por cent, guaranteed bond ; for 
oach §10,000 third mortgage bond a §10,000 
new three per cent, guaranteed bond und at 
least §250 In ehareB ; and for eaoh §10.000 
fivo per cent, consol at leaat a §5,000 threo por 
cent, now guaranteed bond and §3,000 in 
sharea. 

The cvordue coupons of tho sooond mort- 
gage will be paid in caBh at tho rate of fivo 
por oont. annually. Those of tho third 
mortgago are to bo paid in cash at tho rato 
of four per cent, and thoBe in consols aro to 
bo adjusted at tho rato of two and a half 
per cent, in now three per cont. bonds. 

Tho lloating dobt of tho rocoivorBhip is to 
bo paid by tho assessment of about §11,000,- 
000 on tho old stock. 

Tho organization and tho raising of the 
necossary working capital is to be scoured 
by a syndicato headed by Mossra. J. Pier- 
pont- Morgan and tho Deutch bank.

CANADA AND NEWFOUNDLAND. 

Confederation Kelt to Be Impossible— England 
Blamed for Refusing Her Assistance 
to tho Island. 

St Johns, Nfld , May 17.— (Special. )— Ib 
is felt by all shades of public opinion that 
confederation with Canada ia impossible on 
tho terms submitted to tho legislature. The 
disposition ia general to blamo England for 
refusing assistance to complete the union. 
Several members of tho government still 
hope that England will give help yob. 
Tho government is to present tho 
budget on Tuesday. lb is oxpectod 
show a deplorab'o condition of 
affaire. Statements in tho Ottawa oonfor- 
onoe mako tho whole debt arid outstanding 
obligation for finishing thorailwoy, $15,800,- 
000. A drastic retrenchment scheme Ib in 
preparation by whioh the salaries of offioiala 
will bo reduced twonty and ton per cent. 
Many grants for tho public sorvico will bs 
abolished It is feared that this will in- 
inoreaee the genoral depression and add to 
tho tide ot emigration. 

Confederation now being a doad Iottor, tho 
acooptauco of tho project of a royal commis- 
aion from England to investigate affairs and 
Buggest reforms, Ib being urged. No con- 
fidence iB folt in the government rotrench- 
monb achemee. Retrenchment along the 
linos proposod will paralizo many neces- 
aary eervicea, while tho reduction in the 
aalariea of tho cfiiclale will prove 
insufficient to moot the exigencies of 
tho caso. Partisanship in believed 
to be entering into eomo of the 
curtailments which havo alroady boon made, 
8evoral opponents of tho govornmonb having 
beon dismisBed already. Socrotary Bind, 
it is announced, has gone to Boaton and 
Now York, having failed to raise tho loan 
as expeotod at Montreal.

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NEWS OF THE PEOYINCE. 



New Oriental Steamship Service Under 
Contemplation— Organization 
of Chinese Smugglers. 



Obstructing: Fishery Officers — Hew 
School Buildings at Nanaimo 
—Serious Accident. 

(Sooolal to tho Colonist.) 

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, May 18 — An effort is being 
made to establish a now steamship service 
between British Columbia, Pugot Sound and 
Oriental ports. It is understood that the 
Great Northern is intorosted to the extent, 
at any rate, of affording freight faoilitles. 
Tho first vessel will bo the steam- 
ship Produce, whloh will Bhortly loavo tho 
Oriont for Vancouver, where sho will take on 
board a return cargo and then proceed via 
Seattlo, where further cargo will bo taken 
aboard, to leading Oriental ports. The 
steamer Produoo has boon experimentally 
chartered for tho year, und, if successful, 
other stoamers will be put on tho route. 
Determined effortB will bo made to out rates. 
1< irst return cargo has boon socured. 

An Anglo-Canadian syndicate is about to 
purchase a number of wooden Bailing vessels 
in England with a view to establish in 
British Columbia and along Puget Sound a 
local lumbor floet. Tho vobboIs will be of 
moderate Bizo, ranging from GOO to 1,000 
tone rogister. The pionoer vessel of this 
line ia already on her way to San Eranclsoo 
with coal. The vessels will ho registered at 
.Victoria and Vancouver. 

A prominent C. P. P, official waB inter- 
viewed and oxprossed surprise at the roport 
of a now trana-Paclfio line being started. He 
said tho now line would havo to oompoto 
againBt tho C. P. R. line, the Northern Pa- 
clfio llnS; and tho proposed Samuel Samuels 
lino, backed by the Great Northern and 
Oregon Navigation Oo.'s. If this roport 
were correot the Great Northern, he said, 
would bo controlling two compoting linos. 

Mrs. Robonowitz has been sont for trial 
on a charge of breaking into premises in 
charge of the sheriff's officer, and attempt- 
ing to lock tho officer out. 

The proprlotors of tho Ideal grooory havo 
assigned for the benefit of their creditors. 

Man Chung has been fined §75 or three 
months in jail for having 13d pounds of 
smuggled tobacco in his premises. The 
tobacco was worth 12 cents a pound and 
the duty amountod to about the amount of 
the fino. The magistrate gavo it as his 
opinion that there was an organized gang of 
Chinese smugglers in Vancouver. 

Rev. Mr. Wright, of Shropshire, England, 
who has oharge of somo lads on behalf of 
the Christian Knowledge Society, while in 
Winnipeg stated to a reporter that Canada 
In his opinion 1b hold in the seoond place 
among British possessions by a largo ma- 
jority of Englishmen. Africa oomes first, 
not on account of the special advantages 
which it offers over Canada, but because 
Engliahmen aro very impressionable, and 
the personality of Ceoil Rhodes impresses 
the young man who wishes to try his for- 
tune in another land. It appeals to tho 
romance of his nature and to the underlying 
principle of the gambler, which is at tho 
bottom of most of us. In Afrioa it is as if 
twelve men eaoh put up a dollar, then one 
man takes the lot, and tho rest try again. 
In Canada it is aB if a man puts up hiB dol- 
lar and turns that dollar into two by his 
own hard labor. Mr. Wright will spend 
some time in this Province. 

WKSTMIN8TEK. 

Westminster, May 18. — Work 'has boon 
started on tho Ladner's creamery, and the 
first call of stock, 25 per cent., promptly 
roapondod to. The lumber haB been or- 
dered at tho Royal City mills and will 
shortly bo shipped to tho Delta. Tho Delta 
Agricultural Society subscribed §100 to the 
enterprise. 

In the fisheries case, in which Chalk, 
Kearloy and Stead are charged with ob- 
structing the fisherios officers in tho per- 
formance of their duty, Mr. A. J. McUoll, 
Q C, on behalf of the Crown, applied for a 
ohango of venuo to Vancouver. The court 
granted the application and the oaso will 
probably bo hoard at Vancouver on Tues- 
day. 

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, May 18. — A petition is being 
circulated in the Fronoh Creek neighbor 
hood urging Mr. A. Haslam, M.P., to do hiB 
best towards getting the Dominion govern 
ment to grant the subsidy of §.'1,200 per mile 
for the extension of tho E. & N. railway to 
Comox. 

Efforts are being made to revive tho Uni 
form Rank, Knights of Pythias, in this 
oity. 

Tho plans of J. J. Honoyman for the new 
school building have been accopted by tho 
school trusteoe, and conBtruotion will bo 
commenced as soon as possiblo. Tho new 
building will bo two Btoreys with baaomont 
and attic, of wood with a stone and brick 
foundation and fitted with the most modorn 
appliances. Eaoh floor will contain four 
largo classrooms capable of Beating 60 pupilB, 
allowing 18 square foot for each pupil. The 
oost will bo ahout §12.500. 

Dave Antnony, of Union, has boon admit- 
ted to hospital, suffering from a brokon 
thigh. He was recovering from another 
accident when ho had both his lege broken, 
and it was whllo walking aaross tho floor on 
crutches that one of them dropped into a 
hole in the floor and threw him to tho 
ground, breaking his thigh. 

On WodnoBday at a meeting of tho ladles' 
oommittoo, it was resolved to form an os- 
sooiation to bo known as St. Philip's Church 
Willing Workers of Cedur district, consist- 
ing of the senior branch of married Indies 
and tho junior branch of tho girls' working 
party. Mrs. Woobank was oleoted presi- 
dent ; Mrs. Homer, treasurer ; Mrs. Miller, 
soorotary. 

Tho loss by tiro at McCartor's houao on 
tho Alborni road on Monday amounts to 
about §1,000. 

FOREST FIRES. 

All Dancer In the Cascade Keprion Ovar— The 
Burned Dlatrlct. 

TaoomA, May 18. — Tho danger from forest 
fires in tho Cascade mountains seoma to bo 
over. Tho high wind hae boon suoooodod by 
heavy rain and tho firea have gradually been 
oxtingniahed. Soveral BnowBheda on the 
lino of tho Northern Pucific railroad woro 
attacked by dimes, but little damago was 
done. As a precautionary moasuro a epeoiul 
train was held at Buakloy to curry away tho 
Inhabitants in oaso the fire aloaod about bho 
town, whore about 900 people rosido. At 
Lester eovoral bulldinga wore burned and 
the inhabitants compolled to flee. Tho 
burnod district is 54 mllos in length and 12 
miles broad. Most of it has boon burnod 
ovor beforo. It extends lengthwise along 
tho main lino of tho Northern Pacific. 
Traffic on tho road has not boon Impeded,

THE BALTIC FETES. 

Grand Naval Demonstration at the Opening of 
the New Canal— Fleets llepresoutcd. 

London, May 18. — At tho elaborate fotca 
in oelebration of tho oponing of tho North 
Sea and Baltic canal U.S. Ambassador Bay-' 
ard will bo prosont on board tho Mirror, Sir 
John Pender'a yacht. Lord Wolsoley, Lord 
Roberta of Kandahar, and Sir Evelyn 
Wood will also bo Sir John Pondor'B gueBts. 
Tho Mirror will start from Scotland for Kiel 
and af tor tho fetus will leave tho latter place 
and proceod to the North capo. Tho party 
will bo absent three weeks on tho lattor trip. 

Groat Britain will bo represented by four 
(irst class twin screw battle ships, tho 
Royal Sovoroign, Empreaa of India, Reaolu- 
tlon and Repuhe, the first-class twin oruisers 
Blenheim and Endymion, tho third-class 
cruiser Bsllonu, tho firBt-olaea gunboats 
Speedy and Halycon and the admiralty 
yaoht Eochantross, under oommand of Vice- 
Admiral Fitzroy. This fleot of ton warshipa 
will carry 171 offioerB and 1.300 men and 
have a total displacement of "8,000 tons. 

Tho United Statea warshipa San Francisco 
and Marblehead from tho Mediterranean, 
and the New York and Columbia from New 
York, will alao take part, and it ia esti- 
mated that tho four U. S. ships will ropre- 
aent 21,717 tons with 70 officers and 1,497 
men. Austria will send four warships, 
which will oarry 52 officers and 1,212 men, 
which will represent a displacement of 
l.'i,S94 tons. The Austrian fioet will be com- 
manded by Rear- Admiral Archduke Charles 
Stephen. Russia will send three ships un- 
der Rear-Admiral Skeidloff with 70 offioers 
and 1,305 men, representing 20,872 tons. 
Italy will make a gallant showing with nine 
war vessels, containing 180 officers and 3,390 
men, and representing 13,800 tons. 

The Italian fleet will bo commanded by 
the Duke of Genoa. France will only send 
three ships, but thoy will roprosent 18,000 
tons and will be mannod by GO officers and 
1,300 men. Scandinavia sends five ships, 
representing 8,594 tons, 55 officers and G75 
men, under Roar Admiral Klineteborg. 
There will be three Spanish ships prosont, 
17,860 tons, with 56 officers and 1,232 men. 
The Diniah fleet will be represented by six 
worships with 32 officers and 1,370 men and 
2,960 tons. The Notherlanda will sond two 
warships, representing 4,575 tone, with 25 
officers and 413 men. There will be two 
Roumanian warships, representing 1,650 
tons, with 23 officers and 400 men. Turkey 
will be represented by one crulsor, 1,900 
tons, 15 officers and 300 men.

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HON. J. H. TURNER. 

Tho Premier of British Columbia ou 
the Prospects of the 
Province. 

Ho Points to Numerous Indications of 
Permanent Improvement In 
the Near Future. 



Tho Colonies and India in its iuBuo of the 
4th inat. publishes a portrait of Hon. J. H. 
[Turner, aa also an imortatiug biographical 
Bketoh together with a sketch of the past 
history of the province and its prospeots, 
the result of an interview with tho Premier. 
Having spoken of the Influence upon the 
Mainland of tho union with Canada and the 
construction of tho Canadian Pacific railway 
the article oontlnues : 

" Vanoouver Island did nob lag behind, 
for at Nanaimo the now woll-known and 
valuable ooal mines were quickly developod. 
The province then grew and prospered until 
about threo years ago, when the depression 
which had btfallon tho neighboring eeaboard 
in California, Oregon and Washington by 
degrees sproad to British Columbia. All its 
industries Buffered, and ospoaially its great 
timber trade, one of its largest customors, 
Valparaiso, l)3ing virtually shut off, whilst 
the Australian and Chlaeso markets also 
showed a heavy loss, Tho exports of sal- 
mon, though developed in quantify — '.he 
trado for luot your covering 400,000 cases of 
IS lbs. each, to a value of some two million 
of dollars —thowed a serious diminution in 
profitB owing to low pricos in England. 
There was naturally an acoompanying fall- 
ing elf in the revenues of tho province, 
though Homo of this is moro nominal than 
real, owing to tho reluctance of tho govern- 
ment to enforoo with any undue harshness 
the payment ot the land and other direot 
taxes which had fallen Into arrears. Hap. 
plly, this time of depression is now passing 
away, and Mr. Turner foelB that he can 
confidently point out many Indications tf 
permanent improvement. For tho timber 
trade tho Premier boos a groat future, the 
Douglas pine and tho oedar boing especially 
adaptod for the inovitablo requiromints of 
China for the fast approaohing systom of 
rail-pays and tramwayB, whiles shipments 
are increasing to South America, Australia, 
France, Egypt and the Netherlands. 

" There 1b again a very brighb change in 
the mining proBpocta of Cariboo and the aur- 
rounding Northern dlstrlotB on the one hand, 
and throughout the Kootenay region on the 
other. In this latter direction especially, 
branch linos connecting the Nakusp and 
Slocan railway and tho lakes throughout tho 
valley with tho Canadian Pacific line and 
tho great American railways are rapidly ap- 
proaching completion, whilst at the smelters 
about opening at Pilot Biy and Bhortly near 
Revolstoke many thousand tons of ore, aver- 
aging from $;"i0 to $.'100 in value, will bo pro- 
fitably oonvorted to bullion. New life has 
alao been put into tho Northern gold mining 
distriots through the advent of frosh capital 
with its introduction of machinery, which it 
was formerly beyond the power of tho Indi- 
vidual miner to employ. There is a proba- 
bility of a very Important work being car- 
ried out in British Columbia, whioh will 
add largely to the general prosperity of the 
province. It is a railway extending from 
Viotorla, northerly, and connected by a 
short ferry with the mainland, thecca pass- 
ing through the provinoe and crossing the 
Rockies at the Yellow Head pass. 

" This line will pass through some of tho 
finest timber and agricultural land in Brit- 
ish Columbia and will open up tho great gold 
diatrlat of Cariboo. It will coinoct on the 
eastern side of the province with ono of tho 
through llnoB to Montreal. Though in ap 
pearanoo thia would ba a lino competing 
with the Canadian Pacifio railway, tho view 
taken by those who best know the country 
is that It will really aot as a thorough feeder 
to that line, aa it would sebtle those vast 
opon plains in the oontro and north of Brit- 
ish Columbia, which aro so omlnontly adapt- 
ed to rooeivo a settling population. This 
Una will probably receive from tho Domin- 
ion government financial asaiatance in tho 
way of aubsidy, the Provincial govermont 
aiding it only by an enormous grant of land, 
20,000 aoroa per mile for about COO miles. 
Lastly, muoh attention has lately boon given 
to the queation of agriculture, especially in 
the fine tract of oountry bolow Yale, which 
is eminently adapted for fruitgrowing, 
mixed farming and gruzing. There aro also 
many separate blocks on tho Island, equally 
favorable for agricultural development, and 
Mr. Turner looks forward, with great satis- 
faction, to tho establishment of creumeriea 
and butter factories capable of meeting overy 
local demand, in placo el imports of farm 
produce wnich amounted last year to no Icbb 
than $1,000,000 " 

Mr. Turner concluded this Intoroating re- 
viow of tho prospecta cf hia Provinco with a 
brief aooount of a very promising settlement 
of Norwegians coming on from Montana and 
Dakota, who havo choson for their favorite 
sites patches of goc d land on tho woatorn 
coaBt of tho Mainland and on Vancouver 
island. Threo yoars ago a Norwegian olergy- 
man mudo writton inquiries, which wore fol- 
lowod up by tho diapatch of explorers who 
worked along tho coast in small steamers, 
and tho result has boen that sixty Norwegian 
familios havo now settled in Bolla Coola, tho 
land boing grantod freo of rent, on the sole 
condition of thoir building houaea and re- 
maining on thoir settlements for a period 
of fivo yoars, at tho expiration of which 
they will become tho permanent owners. 
Mr. Turnor contrasts the journey from 
British Columbia with what it was when 
ho went out to tho provinco. It then 
took six or sevon weeks, whilst the actual 
travelling time now was, from Victoria to 
London, something under thirteen days." 



RETURNED HOME. 

Prince Konmtsu Hub Left l'ort Arthur for 
Home— To Protect Vladlrostock. 

London, May 18. — A dispatoh from 
Shanghui states that Prince Komatsu, com 
mnndtr-in-ohief of tho JapaneBO army, has 
left Port Arthur and roturned to Japan 
Only two out of tho toven divisions of the 
JapaneBO army on Liao Tung peninBula will 
remain there. Tho other fivo divisions will 
return to Japan. The JapaneBO Imperial 
guard will bo soot to the island of Formosa 
in ordor to quoll disturbances there and oo- 
oupy tho territory for Japan acoording to 
the treaty of peaoo slgneel between China 
and Japan. Admiral Kabayama haB start 
ed for Formosa in order to tako up his post 
aa governor-general of that iBland. The 
suspension of Japanese nowspapora f jr 
commenting adversely upon the Llao Tung 
peninsula oontinues, 

China asked Japan for an oxtonslon of 
time In whioh to hand over tho Island of 
Formosa to Japan ponding tho consideration 
of further propoaala. Japan doollnod tho 
proposition. Torpedoes havo boen placed 
at tho entrance to the harbor of Vladivoa- 
took, the Russian war port whioh forms tho 
eastern tcrminna of the trans Siberian rail- 
road, and whioh is situated not far from tho 
northern part of Korea. 



BIMETALLISM IN GERMANY. 



Its Advocates Claim That It Is Making- 
Steady Progress iu the 
Empire. 



Interviews With Prominent Public 
Men -The Government Will Make 
Further Inquiries. 



BERLIN, May 18.— The Bundesrath is 
considering tho resolution calling upon tho 
German governmont to take tho initiative 
In a conference for tho international use of 
both gold and Bilver, which wbb passod by 
tho upper houBe of tho Prussian Diot yester- 
day. It is expectod that tho Bundesrath 
will aolncido with the motion and will ask 
Franco and America or either of them to 
join in a call for a ooniorenco within a 
month. Noxt wook the Reichstag will also 
pass a Bimilar resolution. Tho bi metallists 
havo already received 200 signatures in the 
Reichatag, whioh will give them an absolute 
majority in that body. 

Count von Marbaob, who is tho author of 
the reeolution adopted yoaterday and is the 
leader of the grout agrarian intorestB, wub 
asked by a representative of tho Asaociatod 
Press for an expression of his views on the 
proBpec;s in the battle for bi metallism. 
Spoaking of tho action of the uppor house of 
the Prussian diet yeBterday, Count \on 
Mirhaoh eaid : " It waB the first timo th..t 
the Prussian Houae of Lorda haa ever dis- 
avowed the udvioo of tho chancellor and in- 
Btruoted him how to act in tho Bundesrath 
on behalf of Prussia. Chancellor ven 
Hohenlobe Is slow and conservative and 
wedded to tho old gold idea, but 
Frehherr von Marshall, secretary of 
foreign affairB, Count von Posadowaki 
secretary of tho Imperial treasury, Horr 
Hammereteln-Hoxton, minister of agrlcul 
ture, and General Bronsart von Schellon- 
dorf, minister of war, are with us, aa is also 
tho ontire agricultural interoat. Those en- 
gaged in tho induatriea dealing with tho Gil 
ver countries and also tho whole of th^ con- 
tros aro bl-motalliats. Our principal oppon 
ents aro the Ditconto Cosellschieahft and 
Horr Koah, direotor of the Relohstabank. 
Germany expects England's Bupport. Our 
leading statesmen will not proceed without 
England, who will have tho deoiding voice 
in tho matter." 

lUron von Mantouffel, the Conservative 
leader, aBked for an expression of his viows 
corroborated the opinion expressed by Count 
von Mirbaoh. 

Dr. Otto Arondt, editor of the organ of 
tho bi-motallistB, tho Dautsoho Wochon- 
schriptsald: "Tho chances for bi-motallism 
aro better now than ever. Tho government 
is confronted with tho alternative of calling 
the conference or of encountering a conflict 
with tho entire right. Tho decision of tho 
Prussian House of Lords has aniazad politi- 
cal oirolea." 

Chancellor von Hohenloho said : " I have 
nothing to add to the declaration I made 
yeBlorday in tho upper bousoof the I'ruaeian 
Diet, that tho government would submit 
the silver question to further examination 
in concert with tho federal government, and 
was willing ultimately to meot tho other 
powers and to discuss measures to bo taken 
in common. Tho Bundesrath will forthwith 
considor tho resolution of the Prussian house 
of lorda, and if thoir decision upon it is fav- 
orablo tho oonforonco will soon bo called.'

THE WRONG COURSE. 

Mr. Dalton McCarthy has of late years 
oeoupled quite a prominent place among tho 
politioiana of tho Dominion of Canada. He 
hae placed himself at the head of what may 
be called the politico-religious group of 
politioiana. Among the members of this 
group considerations of religion and race 
rather than those of politics pure and simple 
ocoupy the first placo. Thoy aro anti 
Catholio and anti-Fronch-Canadlan boforo 
everything. Their platform is not particu 
larly definite, but it is distinguished by 
antipathies which opponents regard as odd 
and perverse. 

It is indeed a little difficult to undorBtand 
exactly where Mr. MoCarthy ia or what ho 
wants. Ho began hia political career as 
ardent Conservative. He was a staunch 
supportor of Sir John Macdonald for many 
years. He was in fact lookod upon 
for aomo time aa the moat Iikoly 
man In tho party to succeed Sir John. But 
it waa found that, for some reason or other, 
.Mr. McCarthy's aptitude for politics was 
not so groat as it was supposed to be, and ho 
slipped out of the front rank of ConBervativo 
public men. It bocamo evident that he had 
contracted an aversion to French Canadians. 
Bub he Btill remained a member of tho Con- 
servative party and a supporter of its policy 
of protection to native industry. When Sir 
John Thompson became Premier his discon- 
tent became so apparent that tho Empire, 
the Toronto organ of tho Conservative party, 
alluded to him as a "wobbler." Mr. Mc- 
Carthy considered thU an indignity which 
ha muat in justice to himself reBent, and ho 
did resent it. After this the breach between 
him and the party with which he had been 
aoting bocamo widor and wider, until now 
what appears to bo a great gulf yawnB be- 
tween tho McCarthy group and theConaerv- 
ative party. 

Tho explanations made before tho separa- 
tion became complete showed that in sever- 
ing himself from hla lato political associates, 
Mr. McCarthy wqb aotuated chiefly, if not 
solely, by personal considerations. Suffi- 
cient doforonce had not been paid him 
by tho loading men of the party when 
changoa wero made in tho personnol of the 
Government, and its nowapaper organ had 
boon pormittod to troat him with contumely. 
It aoon became apparent also that Mr. Mc- 
Carthy's views on tho trado c|uostion had 
undergone a very matorial chango. Ho was 
no longor a protectionist. How this chango 
of vlow waa brought about dooa not appear 
vory oloorly. 

It is, we muat confess, somewhat hard to 
aBoortain what Mr. McCarthy's principles 
aro or what aro hia aims, oxcopt that 
ho is opposed to tbo Govorumont 
gonorally, to tho official usa of tho French 
languagoand to eeparato schools in Manitoba 
and tho Northwest. What ho would do if 
by any ohanco tho rolna of powor woro 
placed in bis hands it is impossible 
bo oonjecturo. Tbo French Canadians, as 
far as la appiront to the ordinary obaorvor, 
want nothing moro than tho conatitution 
and the laws of tho country pormib thorn to 
have. Tho Catholioa of tho Dominion, as 
far as can bo aeon, aro quite satisfied with 
bho rights and privilogoi thoy enjoy aa 
British subjects. It ia not to bo bollovod 
that Mr. McCarthy proposes to logislute 
against thorn as a religious denomination or 
to doprlvo tho French Canadians of the 
Provlnoe of Quebea of bucIi privilogea us aro 
scoured to them by troaty. 

If apolitical party ought not to discriminate 
in logialation against Catholics and French 
Canadians what ia thoro to bo gained by 
keeping up an agitation against thorn ? If 
their rights and privilogea are as eoauro and 
as inviolate as aro thoBO of Canadians of 
Anglo-Saxon and Coltio descent, why should 
raoe or religious differences ho as much as 
montionod in political discussions. Surely 



Canadians may gain in the state. If he 1b, 
ho virtually admits that Protestants and 
men whoso mother tonguo is English are tho 
Inferiors, intellectually and morally, of their 
follow citizens of other religions and other 
races. It would be Indoed surprising if Mr. 
McCarthy made this admission either by 
word or act. Yet admitting that the poli- 
tical field Is open to all and that tho con- 
testants In it aro free to exercise their pow- 
ors as beat they can, to what othor ooncluBlon 
oan tho imparbit.1 obsorver come than tbattho 
men who take the stand that Mr. McCarthy 
does, and who talk as ho talks, feel that 
thoy aro unable on cquo! termB to cope with 
tho men whom they consider their antago- 
nists. 

But thoro is roally no antagonism in ths 
matter. Canadians, no matter what their 
raco and what their religion, have equal 
rights. The object of them all should be, 
and really Is, to do the best for their coun- 
try, and when mon do tho best for them- 
selves in legitimate occupations they oannot 
help advanoing tho interests of their coun- 
try. The man, then, who tries to oroate 
divisions among Canadians, who does what 
he oan to make men of ono raoe and ono 
religion jealous tf the mon of another ruco 
and anothor roligion, doos what is moat in- 
jurious to tho common weal. And ho, 
although ho may not be aware of it, commits 
political suicido, for no man, no matter what 
his position may bo or what his talenta, oan 
afford wantonly to antagonize a largo and 
an Influential minority of the population of 
tho Dominion. Mr. MoCarthy has deliber- 
ately and wholly unnecessarily, aa we bo- 
lievo, placed himself in this position. And 
ib is very diffioult, indeod, to boo why ho did 
bo, for ho cannob hopo that anything but ovil 
can come to tho country from a strife of 
religions and races. 

QUARANTINE. 

Very few would think of looking into tho 
Report of the Minister of Agriculture for in- 
formation respecting the quarantine stations 
of the Dominion, Bub, strange as it may 
soem, those who want to know what 
has been dono In tho Dominion to prevent 
the importation of deadly diaoasos must con- 
sult tho blue book iBsued by tho Department 
of Agriculture. 

The Report contains both Information and 
instruction. Ib tells us nob only what has 
been done but what ought to be done. Wo 
find that In viow of the danger from cholera 
great precautions have been taken by the 
department, some of whioh may bo regarded 
by unthinking persona as uunoceosary. The 
Minister Bays : 

In Dr. Montlzimbert's report aomo inter- 
esting details will be found of an investi- 
gation made by the Spanish Government 
reapooting tho epidemic in Lisbon. Tho 
highly satisfactory work that was done 
hero in the way of disinfecting im- 
migrants' luggage- atd tho holds 
and Bteerage of passenger vessels arriving 
from any of the infectod countries of Europo, 
I am led to believe, provented tho introduc- 
tion of germs of oholora into this country. 
Dr. Montizjmbort Baya ; " There is this 
negative ovidenco of successful work, that 
no cholera has doolared itself in Canada," 
and he further remarks : " It is impossible 
to say to what extent tho Infection might 
have disseminated through this country had 
not tho immigrants' luggage from oholera in- 
fected places been thue storilized before being 
allowed to enter Canada." This sterilization 
of luggago immediately upon tho lunding of 
immigrants was carried out at tho deep 
water termini of the railroads, involving no 
delay to healthy vessels. Tho labels attach- 
ed to immigrants' luggago being ovidenco of 
quarantine inspection under Dr. Montizam- 
bort'a supervision aro now readily accepted 
by health InBpoctors at all points on the 
boundary lino. In accordance with tho con- 
clusions and rules of the Dresden Interna- 
tional Conference, all veesole on which thoro 
huR been no death nor cholora Bymptoms 
wero at onco after inspection given a froo 
jircitiqite, even though coming from an in- 
footed port, the luggage, however, as above 
*lattd, having been disinfected. I am in 
formed that tho opinion is gaining ground 
that the Asiatic oholera ia bocoming endem- 
ic in Europe, allusion to which Is mudo in 
Dr. Montizimbert's roport, in conneotion 
with whioh he ompha8iz.es tho faot that tho 
danger to this oountry thus becomes per- 
manent and continuous, necessitating con- 
tinued vigilance at our seaports as a guaran- 
tee of Bafety. 

Wo have reproduced this passago in full 
on account of its great importance It is 
seen from it that tho Mlnistor approvos the 
practice of storllizing tho baggago of pas- 
sengers in vessels coming from infected 
ports, although none of thorn have contract- 
ed disease, Tho faot that tho vossol comes 
from an infectod port la sufficient warrant 
to biibject tho baggago to disinfection. It 
will be noticed, too, that tbo fact of tho 
oholera having bocomo apparently ondemio in 
Europe causod tho quarantino officers to tako 
oxtra precautions. Nosv, thero Is no doubt 
at all about tho cholera, smallpox, and other 
deadly disousoB being endomio in China and 
Japan, bo that tho quarantino officers on this 
Bldo of tho continont need to be, doubly vigi- 
lant and caroful. Disinfecting tho buggago 
of tho passongors ef a ship that appoars to 
be froo from disease may soem to many a 
wholly unnecessary precaution. But tho 
Minister of Agrioulturo and tho General 
Suporintondont of ^Canadian Quarantines, 
Dr. Monti/.imbort, do nob think ao. Tho 
objootlon to this praotico ;io that It causes 
dolay, but this is nob Dr. Montlzambort's 
opinion. Ho says : " This sterilization of 
luggago has boon oarriod out at tho doop 
wator termini of tho railroads immediately 
upon tho landing of immigrants. Ib has, 
thorofore, not involved any dolay to healthy 
vossoIb." 

It is to be hoped thai tho quarantino 
officer at William Head will follow tho good 
oxamplo sob by tho Suporintondont of 
Quarantines at Grosso Islo, and disinf ocb 
tho bacgago of vossola coming from Chinoan 
and Japanese porta, ovory ono of whioh 
ought to be oonaidorod infected. Tho claBB 
of immigrants coming in thoso vessels aro 
peculiarly liablo to bring with them tho 
soeds of disease, coming aB thoy do from tho 
moBb unhealthy parts of unhealthy citiop. 



and that of the General Superintendent of 
Quarantines show what ib ought to bo. 

IRRKGONOILABLB, 

There ia no pleasing the organ of the op- 
position. When the Department cf Marino 
and Fisheries considorod that all its regula- 
tions woro necessary for tho preservation, 
of the salmon In the Frasor River tho 
organ regarded it with stern disapproval. 
When the Minister of Marino viaitod 
the Province and found from per- 
sonal observation that some of tho regula- 
tions needed mending or woro altogether un- 
necessary our contemporary had nob a word 
of encouragement for him ; and now when 
the roforms ho promised aro boing made lb la 
in oxesodiugly bad humor and can do noth- 
ing but sneor at tho Govornmonb and remind 
its readors of tho mistakes whioh In his desiro 
topreservothosalmon tholate MiniBtermade. 
It is ovidonb that it would much rather that 
the obnoxious and vexatious regulations hud 
boon continued than that thooannors should 
bo Baved from annoyanoo and serious Iosb by 
their amondmenb. Ib inighb*havo beon gen- 
erous enough to have hud a word of congrat- 
ulation for tho cannora oven if it could uot 
bring itaolf to Bay something in approval ol 
the courBO whioh tho Govornmont has taken. 
A griovanoo is ovidontly so precious to the 
Times that ib hates to see ib rodrossed. Thia 
Ib characteristic. Hatred of tho Govern- 
ment is its ruling passion, That hatred ia 
so intenao that our contemporary ia dis- 
ploasod when the Government) doeB what it 
knows is right, for four that by acceding to 
the wiahos of tbo pooplo it may gain credit 
and bocomo moro popular. Such factious- 
nesa la not ploasant to contemplate

Verdict in the Case of Barney Uourke-Dis- 
graceful Condition of thu Morgue 
Noticed.

n a verdict of doath by drowning. Very 
few witnoaaea were examined, and aa yet 
nothlcg haa beon ascertained us to how tho 
unfortunate man came to bo nut in tho 

traits in the Beallng boat in which he was 
found. The oapbain of tho stoamer Rosalio 
was the lirat witness, and told how tho boat 
with tho body In it had been found floating 
off Trial island, the dead man lying with his 
arm and head partly hanging over tho gun- 
wale That ib was Barney Rourko'a body 
was proved by Richard Roacoo, who had 
known tho doceaeed and had seen him in thia 

ity laat September. Rourko was laat yoar 
cook aboard tho aealer Sapphiro, and lived 

t that time in a cabin on Chatham Bbreob. 
Dr. Lang, who made the poet mortem ex- 

miuatiou, statod that Rourko bad died 

f drowning. Tha bruisos on the knees and 

n tho thigh, togothor with tho wator soaked 

lothes, pointed to tho fact that Rourko had 
been in tho water and had climbed into tho 
bout. From tho state of the hoart It was 
apparent that worn out with tho Birugglo of 

limbing into tho boat Rourko had fallon in 
faint, his head dropping over tho gunwale. 
Tho boat dipping to ono side with tho wolght 

f tho body brought tho head down to whore 
tho waves could lap over it, and in this way 

ho unfortunate man had drowned. 

Tho jury brought In a verdict of accidental 
It-owning, and added a rider condomnlnc 
the disgracoful condition of the oity morgue 
ua follows : 

" The jury request tho coroner to call the 
tentlou of the Mayor and city council to 
the disgraceful atato in which tho oity 
morgue is kept, and to draw their attontion 
especially to the accumulation of old clothes 
and to blood ataina, and to Buggosb tho no- 
ooasity of having a cemont floor and slate 

ableo at once ; also a lock on the door ; and 
further, that a oarotakor ahould bo appoint- 
ed for tho morgue."

'Injured Inuocmts" by Tacoma So 
cioty Leaders-Other Events 
of the Week. 



There are several attraotiono booked at 
the Victoria theatre for thia week— on Mon- 
day and Tuesday evenings, " Alabama," 
Augustus Thomas' groat play ; on Thurs- 
day evening, the oomio opera " Injured In- 
nocents," by Burnett, author of " 1492 " ; 
and on Friday evening. May 24, VV11U' suc- 
cessful faroe comedy, " Two Old Cronies." 

It is singular to note how largely the 
ranks of the dramatic profession aro being 
recruited from the nowspaper odltorial 
room. Not only is this truo in reference to 
managors and agents, but also in regard to 
the more distinctive position— the writing of 
succoBBful plays. Gua Thomas, the author 
of "Alabama," was for many yoaraa re- 
porter on Western uewspapors, in Kansas 
City and St. Louis, and aflorwards became 
the advance agent for a dramatic company, 
being accounted in that position one of the 
bri^titoat young men who over went 
at the head of a "show." Ho de- 
oided upon a caroer of authorship 
long beforo acquiring his present 
diBtination as the author of "Alabama."

Mr. Thomas is still a vory young man, and 
certainly has a groat futuro beforo htm. Jn 
appearanoa ho is said to rosemble Col. Rob- 
ert Ingeraoll, ia tall in staturo and has a per* 
fectly smooth faoe. " Alabama " has re- 
ceived the highest praise from tho most em- 
inent critics in the country, and iBsaid to bo 
the moat aucoeBBiul American play yet 
written. 

The scene, tho aentiment, tho aurround- 
inga of " Alabama " aro all of tho South after 
tho war. The entire aotlon is out of doora. 
The play ie poetic, refined, simple and full 
of delicate tenderness. There aro no blood 
and thunder parts, but tho story told is in- 
teresting, The mild beauty of its sentiment, 
by its very novelty and truth, touches the 
hearts of the audience and holda it spoil- 
bound.

Mr, ThomaB la the first dramatic 
author to oatch tho dreamy fancy of the 
South, without doing violence to the 
natural Bontimtnb and humanity of that re- 
gion. "Alabama" has all the quaint deli- 
cacy of a pastoral, yob deals faithfully with 
fact, its poetry being the aimple expression 
of genuine oharacter. The characters have 
been living, loving, Bufferlrg, hoping, des- 
pairing for many years. When the curtain 
shuts them out of one's sight their life is not 
finished. Every sentiment expresaed in the 
play 1b on an exalted plane, in koeping with 
it! brilliant literary oharaoter and the super- 
ior excellence and ability of tho actors. 
That famouB actor, Frank C. lUngs, of 
"Silver King" and "Jim, the Penman" 
fame, will bo seen again as Col. Preston ; 
Clement Bainbridgo, for whom Mr. ThomaB 
wrote the part of Capt. Davenporr, will also 
appear, and pretty Ethel Irving still plays 
Cirey Preston. 

" Injured Innocents," the oporatio bur- 
leiquo to be presontod on Thursday evening 
by the members of the Tacoma Athlotic 
Club, is said, by correspondents who are In 
a poeition to know, to be an exceedingly 
clever traveBty on " The Babes in the 
Wood."

To Be Recorded In the Annuls of the Canada

Tho applications for assurance during 
1894 were y,078 for 88,259,501, of which 
3,438 tor 87,708 801 wero accepted. Tho 
sum of §Do0,700 upon 240 lives wliieli 
the board did not consider it desirable 
to accept, was declined, and 24t! for 
$495,744, not having been carried out, 
tho now business of the year was §7,213,- 
057 of assurances, under 3,1!)2 policies, 
with a new premium income of $24(i,- 
310 59. Tho year's addition to the busi- 
ness made the total amount of assurances 
and bonus additions 866,807,397.25, 
upon 22,(JDti lives, under 30,868 policies. 

Tho total income of the year was 
$2,661,985.74. 

Tho year's claims by deaths of assured 
and by payments to assurers under en- 
dowment policies which matured duriut; 
tho year, amounted to $651,018.58. 
under 330 policies, upon 247 lives, and 
after payment of these and of all other 
outgoings, tho assets of tho company 
wero increased to §10,007,723.411. 

As was pointed out iivo years ago, tho 
gradual fall in tho rate of interest ob- 
tainable upon satisfactory investments 
made it prudent and desirable that a 
lower rato of interest should bo assumed 
for tho futuro than tho 4A per cont. 
upon which tho legal reserves of lifo 
companies had been based, and to add 
to the safety and security of tho policy- 
holders the 4,\ per cent, basis has been 
changed by our company to a future 
assumption of 4 per cent. By that 
change the company has voluntarily in- 
creased the reserve for its policy obli- 
gations at tho present time, from 812,- 
399.45 to $13,075,777, thereby set- 
ting asido for tho further security of its

policy-holders, giving bonus additions at 
tho rato of $20 per annum for each 
81,000 assured under ordinary policies, 
and to endowment policies the equiva- 
lent value of life bonuses at tho rate of 
822.50 per annum for each 81,000 
assured. 

To meet the cases of policies becoming 
claims by death before tho next division 
of surplus in l'JOO, prospective or inter- 
mediate allowances will bo made at tho 
rato of a bonus addition of 1 J per cont. 
per annum upon ordinary lifo and endow- 
ment systoms. Where tho surplus is 
taken otherwise than as bonus addition, 
the equivalent valuo of that rate will be 
allowed. For ordinary endowments ma- 
turing by survivance before the next 
division of surplus in 1900, an allowance 
therefor will bo paid at tho rate of the 
equivalent value of a life bonus 
addition of 2 per cent, per annum. 

To the stockholders an allotment of 
one twentieth (5 per cent.) of the surplus 
has been made and the amount is $114,- 
141.37, which enables a bonus of 825 per 
share to be declared. 

As required by the company's charter, 
the following directors retire by rotation 
at the present time : John Stuart, Adam 
Iirown and William Uendrie, of Hamil- 
ton ; His Honor Lieutenant-Governor 
Kirkpatrick, of Toronto, and A. <;.

Play Havoc With Fruit and Vegetation in 
New York, Ohio, Michigan and 
Indiana. 

Dethoit, May IS — Diapatches from 
Sonthweetorn Michigan report that tho frost 
yesterday morning was tho moBb dlaaatroua 
to fruit of any c f the recent visitations. At 
Benton Harbor it is reportod that not over 
20 por cent, of the crop cm Survive.

Tho damage is very great, 
especially to oarly fruit, vegetables and 
grain. In some localities tho grass wt»B 
frozen.

WORSE AND WORSE. 

The Condition of Agriculture in (ircat iirltaln 
Tends to Unseat People's Political 
Oplnlom. 

Harold Frederic in hia letter to tho New 
York Timea eayB : "A certain lethargy on 
the whole Bubjeot of tariffs is undoubtedly 
perceptible nowadays in England. The 
Cobden club committeo, for Instance, at tho 
annual mooting tho other day only got a 
small percentage of mombors togethor, and 
tho only hjslnesa transacted waa tho deci- 
sion that there could be no dinnor this year 
because there are no funds in tho treasury. 
It is not at all that thinking men's upiniona 
are changing, but that their eagerness to do 
battlo for them haa fadod away. There la, 
moreover, something rather unsettled, if not 
diaheartenlng, in the spootaole of English 
agriculturo year after year getting into 
worso and worse condition. To-day's news, 
for example, of tho great early heat in 
America with the consequent promise of ex- 
traordinary ceroal hurvestB meana just bo 
muoh more aoaling down of prices, ronta 
and wagea all through the British farm 
landa, whero the workora aro alroady bear- 
ing intolerable burdenB cf debt and depriva- 
tion. No man of authority in either party 
would daro to propooo tho experimant cf a 
tariff on foreign broadstuffa, nor la it con 
ceivablo (hit any such thing ever will be at 
tempted here, but all tho eamo the position 
is one which suggests taotful reticence to tho 
formerly militant ovaDgellsta of Cobdon'a 
aohool."

NORTHERN PACIFIC RAILWAY. 

J. J. Hill Snjs That Its Sound Reorganiza- 
tion Will Do Much to Re-establish 
American Credit. 

New York, May 18.— J. J. Hill, of the 
Great Northern railroad, arrived hero from 
Europe to duy. lining interviewed by a re- 
porter as to tho story that ho haa bosn Book- 
ing to eecure oontrol of tho Northorn Pa- 
cific, Mr. Hill Raid that a majority of each 
class of Northorn Paoiflo railroad bonds wbb 
hold by tho reorganization committee, 
which wae ready to push tho roorganlzitlon 
of tho road vigorously. Speaking of hia 
own trip and tho interests of his company 
in the rehabilitation of the North 
ern Pacific, ho Buid : " I met t 
number of gentlemen who are interest 
ed in tho reorganisation of the Northern 
Pacific. Tho Groat Northern Co. is ready 
to do anything it can to facilitate tho mat 
ter. Wo shall be glad to see the Northern 
Pacific reorganizod on a basis where it can 
carry its financial burdens. Tho three fall 
urce of tho Northern Pacific, oammenolng 
with Jay Cook'a, havo marked threo fiuau 
oial criaes or panico in Ameriou, and I think 
that tho placing of the company on a Bound 
finanaial basis, us at prosent proposed, will 
do as much to rostoro tho credit of American 
aGcuritiea, both uthome and abroad, as uny 
ono thing that can bo dono anywhere." 



CHILIAN CURRENCY REFORMS. 

Specie Payments to lie Made From Juno 1- 
Both Metals to he Utilized. 

Washington, May 18 — Tho text of Chili's 
currency conversion bill as pasBed by con- 
greaa haa boon received hero. It providos 
lor epeeio payment from Juno I, 1895. As 
both motalu aro to bo utilized, tho ohango 
promisee to havo an important offeat upon 
tho world's eupply of metals. Tho preuident 
of Chill is ompowurod for throo yoara to coin 
$10,000,000 of silver. All tho proceeds of 
aalea from nitrate beda shall be devoted ex- 
clusively to tho purohaae of Bllvor. Three 
gold coine, $20, $10 and $6, are also provid- 
ed for. Tha silver dollar ia to weigh 20 
grammes and to ba 835 1.000 fine, Sllvor is 
not legal tonder above $50, except to the 
government, where it is received as gold 
Tho government mint is also direoted to ex- 
change for gold Bllver dollars prosented to 
it with that objeot. Tho act also providos a 
syetem of bank ourroncy guaranteed by tho 
government and rodeemablo by the govern 
ment if the bank fails. 



THE HYAMS CASE. 

Counsel for Defence Scores One or Two 
Points Against the Crown— Medical 
Expert Testimony. 

Toronto, May 18. — xbe Hyams murder 
caao still occupioa tho attontion of tho 
court ; but tho interost in the detaila of tho 
testimony ia lessoning, tho lack of eenoa 
tional foaturea bolng rather dieappointing 
VtBterday tho dofence scored a telling 
point when they got tho olevator builder 
Craig to admit that if only tho point of tho 
hook caught tho weight It might como off or 
it might slip according to the naturo of the 
pull on it if it mot obstruction. 

Of the medical witnesaea for the prosecu- 
tion — of whom there aro 12, the dafenoe 
having Bubpa'naed 15 praotltionera — Dr. 
Caven waa first called and described how ho 
first saw tho body of Wella. He produced 
from a bag the skull of Wells and laid it on 
tho table, Hia ovidenca wont to show that 
the blow ii; dieted on Wells' hoad eamo from 
two different lines of forco. Tho witnesa 
alao declared that tho body of deceased waa 
in contact with Bomo solid body when the 
blow which crushed in tho akull waa dealt. 
Ono blow had been from behind in an 
upward direction. On tho whole tho toBti- 
niony of Dr. Caven waa in favor of the 
crown, it being their contnntion that more 
than ono blow bad boen inflicted on Wells' 
head 

Coroner Johnston ngrcod in essentia de- 
tails with Dr. Caven, but said ho was not 
suro ono blow had boon struck from behind. 
Ur. Richardson waa on tho Btond when tho 
court adj mrned. 

To-day two Americin dotoctives, deputy 
Bcrgeant Hoidolberg, of Now York, and do- 
tectivo Pearson, of Jeraoy City, were callod 
by tho Crown to teatify aa to tha character 
and record of tho two Hyama'.
